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CONSTITUTION 

THE   CHRISTIAN  CHURCH   (DISCIPLES 
OF  CHRIST)   IN  NORTH   CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I  -  Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  Christian  Church. )  This  body 
shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina, 
and  shall  be  the  legal  successor  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
vention of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
the  North  Carolina  Christian  Women's  Fellowship. 

ARTICLE  II  -  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  body  shall  be: 

To  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth  through  the 
proclamation  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ; 

To  provide  its  members  opportunities  for  broader  fel- 
lowship; 

To  provide  a  means  whereby  the  Church  may  encompass 
its  whole  task  -  that  which  is  performed  through  its 
individual  members,  through  its  congregations,  through 
its  Fellowship  groups,  through  its  larger  geographical 
associations,  through  its  agencies  and  institutions,  and 
through  its  relationships  with  the  whole  Church,  the 
body  of  Christ  on  earth; 

To  provide  a  structure  through  which  the  members  of 
this  body  may  fulfill  the  above  objective. 

The  Christian  Church  recognizes  the  principle  of  self- 
government  of  local  congregations  in  matters  of  local 
concern.  However,  it  recognizes  the  determination  of 
local  congregations  to  be  mindful  of  and  responsible 
to  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  it  manifests  itself 
in  the  fellowship  and  work  of  this  body  and  the  brother- 
hood of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

ARTICLE  m  -  Membership 

This  body  shall  consist  of  individuals  and  congregations 
in  North  Carolina  related  to  the  brotherhood  known  na- 
tionally as  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
those  district,  area  and  national  organizations  and  agen- 
cies of  the  brotherhood  having  relationships  in  North 
Carolina  and  which  agree  to  function  through  this  body. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  Officers  and  Their  Election 
Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  elected  officers  of  this  ibody  shall  be  presi- 
dent, president-elect,  vice  president,  treasurer 
and  assistant  treasurer.  The  Executive  Minister 
shall  serve  as  secretary  of  this  body. 

Sec.  2.  Election  of  Officers 

Officers  of  the  Christian  Church  except  the  treas- 
urer, shall  be  elected  at  the  General  Assembly 
for  terms  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  General  Assembly  without  limitation  to  his 
reelection.  Other  elected  officers  shall  serve  for 
for  the  year  beginning  July  1  following  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  which  they  are  elected  and  shall 
not  serve  more  than  'two  consecutive  years. 
Sec.  3.    Vacancies 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  an  elective  office  be- 
tween General  Assemblies,  the  General  Board 
shall  have  the  authority  to  fill  the  vacancy  until 
the  next  regular  election. 

ARTICLE  V  -  Organizational  Structure 

Sec.  1.    The  General  Assembly 

The  General  Assembly  shall  be  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
in  North  Carolina.  It  shall  be  composed  of  all 
members  of  Christian  churches  in  North  Caro- 
lina who  attend  and  register.  Any  member  of 
the  Christian  Church  may  hold  office,  serve  on 
committees  and  commissions,  and  have  the  right 
to  attend  and  speak  in  the  Assembly. 

A.  Function 

The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  inspiration,  information  and 
edification.  It  shall  review  the  work  of-  the 
Christian  Church  and  act  upon  resolutions 
and  recommendations  properly  presented. 
It  shall  be  a  means  by  which  the  congrega- 
tions and  agencies  express  their  oneness  in 
Christ  and  accept  responsibility  for  a  united 
ministry  in  His  name.  Authority  for  all  work 
and  actions  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  shall  issue  from 
the  member  congregations  and  agencies 
voting  in  and  through  the  Assembly. 

B.  Meetings 

The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  annually  at 
such   time    and  place    as  determined  by  the 
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General  Board  and  by  the  Assembly  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Time  and  Place  Com- 
mittee. 

C.  Voting  Delegates 

Voting  in  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
limited  to  those  designated  and  certified  as 
"Voting  Delegates"  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws. 

Sec.  2.    The  General  Board 

A.  Function 

(l)To  carry  out  the  policies  and  program 
approved  by  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina. 

(2)  To  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Christian 
Church  all  matters  of  policy  and  such 
matters  of  program  as  should  be  con- 
sidered or  acted  upon  by  this  body. 

B.  Membership 

The  membership  of  the  General  Board  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Christian  Church, 
representatives  from  each  district,  agency 
and  fellowship  group  representatives  affili- 
ated with  the  body,  and  members -at -large. 
All  professional  staff  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  without  privilege  of  vote. 

Members  of  the  General  Board  shall  be  elect- 
ed as  outlined  in  the  by-laws. 

C.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  shall 
constitute  the  officers  of  the  General  Board. 

D.  Meetings 

The  General  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times 
as  provided  in  the  by-laws. 

E.  Executive  Committee 

The  purpose  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  to  correlate  the  total  program  of  the 
Church  as  projected  by  the  General  Board 
and  its  committees  or  departments.  It  shall 
act  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board  between 
meetings  of  the  Board  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws. 
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Sec.  3.    Administration  and  Program  Structure 

A.  Staff 

The  staff  shall  consist  of  the  Executive  Mini- 
ster, Associate  Ministers  and  such  other 
staff  as  shall  be  required. 

B.  Departments  of  Work 

(1) Department  of  Administration  and  Pastor- 
al Oversight 

(2)  Department  of  Program 

(3)  Department   of  Promotion   and    Financial 
Support 

Sec.  4.    Districts 

The  member  congregations  shall  be  grouped  into 
districts  which  shall  be  constituent  members  of 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  Amendments 

Sec.  1.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  voting  delegates  present  at  the 
General  Assembly,  provided  that  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  presented  in  writing 
through  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  a  previous 
General  Assembly,  or  provided  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  approved  by  a  two -thirds 
vote  of  the  General  Board  and  has  been  published 
in  the  state  paper  ninety  days  before  the  General 
Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  Proposals  for  an  amendment  to  this  constitution 
may  be  made  by  ten  (10)  or  more  persons  who 
are  members  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  Effective  Date  and  Ratification 

Sec.  1.  This  constitution  together  with  its  related  by- 
laws shall  become  effective  on  July  1,  1966,  and 
until  that  date  each  of  the  organizations  enum- 
erated in  Article  I  hereof,  together  with  their 
boards  and  officers,  shall  continue  in  their  re- 
spective functions  and  duties;  but  on  the 
aforesaid  date  each  of  the  said  organizations 
shall  become  a  part  of  and  together  constitute 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina,  and  this  constitution  together 
with  its  related  by-laws  shall  repeal  the  consti- 
tutions and/or  by-laws  and  terminate  the 
autonomous  character  of  each  of  the  organiza- 
tions set  forth  in  said  Article  I. 
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Sec.  2.  No  further  action  shall  be  required  of  the 
Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North 
Carolina,  either  to  ratify  the  Articles  of  In- 
corporation or  to  take  any  other  action  to 
perfect  the  legal  organization  of  this  body;  and 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  General  Board, 
when  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  constitution,  are  directed  and  empowered 
to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  complete  the  or- 
ganization with  all  deliberate  speed. 

Sec.  3.  The  adoption  of  this  constitution  together  with  its 
related  by-laws  shall  be  accomplished  by  af- 
firmative votes  of  two -thirds  (2/3)  of  the  voting 
members  present  in  each  of  the  organizations 
set  forth  in  said  Article  I. 


BY-LAWS 

THE     GENERAL    ASSEMBLY    OF    THE    CHRISTIAN    CHURCH 
(DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST)  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

A.  Voting  Delegates 

l.Each  congregation  may  elect  or  appoint  three  (3)  delegates 
and  three  (3)  alternates. 

a.  Congregations   with   participating   membership   of  more 
than  one  hundred  (100)  may  elect  or  appoint  one  (1)  addi- 
tional  voting    delegate     and   one    (1)    alternate  for   each 
additional   one   hundred  (100)  participating  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof. 

b. Representation  shall  be  based  upon  current  figures  of 
participating  membership  of  churches  reporting  to  the 
Yearbook  of  the  International  Convention  of  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

c.It  is  recommended  that  a  reasonable  balance  of  laymen 
and  laywomen  be  appointed. 

2.  All  members  of  the  General  Board,  including  ex -officio 
members,  shall  be  voting  delegates  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly and  shall  not  be  counted  against  the  delegate  allotment 
of  the  church  in  which  they  hold  membership. 

3.  A  Credentials  Committee  shall  certify  "voting  delegates" 
and  their  alternates.  The  names  of  all  voting  delegates  and 
alternates  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Office  at  least 
sixty  (60)  days  in  advance  of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  voting  by  proxy  or  by  mail. 

5. The  General  Assembly,  by  action  of  the  voting  delegates 
shall  have  the  right  to  limit  debate. 
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B.  Committees 

l.The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  General  Board  and  elected  by  the  General  Assembly: 

a.  Resolutions  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each 
district. 

(2)  It  shall  consider  all  reports  and  resolutions  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  General  Assembly  with  a 
recommendation  for  adoption  or  rejection  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

(3)  All  reports  and  resolutions  must  be  received  or 
initiated  by  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  least  sixty 
(60)  days  prior  to  the  General  Assembly.  Emergency 
resolutions  may  be  considered  by  the  Resolutions 
Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee . 

b.  Nominating  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each 
district. 

(2)  It  shall  prepare  a  slate  of  officers  and  personnel  for 
all  elective  positions  (as  provided  in  Section  n,  Arti- 
cles B.  and  D. )  for  presentation  to  and  election  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  its  annual  meeting.  The  nomi- 
nees shall  represent  a  balance  of  laymen,  laywomen, 
and  ministers . 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  nominated  without  his  or  her  prior 
consent. 

c. General  Assembly  Program  Planning  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  person  from 
each  district,  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  agency  representa- 
tives and  professional  staff. 

(2)  It  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing  the  pro- 
gram for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

d.  Credentials  Committee 

This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  person  from 
each  district.  It  shall  receive  the  names  of  delegates 
and  alternates  and  properly  certify  them. 

e.Time  and  Place  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  persons. 

(2)  It  shall  present  recommendations  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  its  action  regarding  the  time  and  place 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Assembly  at  least  one 
year  in  advance. 
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2.  Term  of  office  of  committee  members 

The  term  of  office  of  all  committee  personnel  shall  be  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

C.  Parliamentarian 

The  president  of  the  organization  shall  appoint  a  parliamen- 
tarian. 


II.     THE      GENERAL     BOARD      OF     THE      CHRISTIAN    CHURCH 
(DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST)  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

A.  Function 

l.To  organize  the  departments  and  appoint  committees 
through  which  the  program  of  this  body  may  function. 

2. To  nominate  and  recommend  for  election  by  the  General 
Assembly  personnel  for  its  standing  committees. 

3.  To  fill  any  interim  vacancy  in  this  body. 

4.  To  employ  and  direct  a  staff  to  execute  the  program  of  this 
body. 

5.  To  receive  from  the  Executive  Committee  and  recommend 
to  the  General  Assembly  an  annual  budget  of  current  and 
capital  income  and  expenses  to  provide  for  the  effective 
operation  of  the  program  of  the  organization. 

6.  To  provide  the  necessary  structure  to  receive  and  disburse 
funds  for  the  purposes  for  which  this  body  is  organized. 

7. To  make  available  to  the  congregations  an  annual  audit 
prepared  by  a  recognized  auditing  firm. 

8.  To  encourage  and  develop  the  means  whereby  the  congre- 
gations may  participate  in  the  larger  program  and  work  of 
the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

B.  Officers 

The  officers  of  this  body  shall  constitute  the  officers  of  the 
General  Board.  These  shall  be  president,  President-elect,  vica- 
president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  assistant  treasurer  .... 
With  the  exception  of  the  secretary  who  shall  be  the  Executive 
Minister,  these  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  treasurer  may  be  elected  without  limitation 
to  his  term  of  office. 

The  General  Board  shall  meet  at  least  twice  annually.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  or 
the  Executive  Committee. 
D.  Membership 

l.The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

a.  Three  representatives  (one  layman,  one  laywoman,  one 
minister)  selected  from  each  district. 
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b.  Eight  representatives  chosen  at  large,  four  men  and  four 
women. 

c.  Two  representatives  from  the  state  Christian  Women's 
Fellowship. 

d.  Two  representatives  from  the  state  Christian  Men's 
Fellowship. 

e.  Two  representatives  from  the  state  Christian  Youth 
Fellowship. 

f.  Two  representatives  from  each  of  the  following  agencies, 
one  of  whom  may  be  an  executive  staff  member: 

(1)   Atlantic  Christian  College 
(2)    Christmount  Christian  Assembly. 

g.  The  elected  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)   in  North  Carolina, 

Chniiiii)  in  ITui'lii  Omulliia" 

2. Members  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  organization  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  General  Board,  without  vote. 

3.  Election 

a.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  offi- 
cers and  members  for  the  General  Board  for  election  at 
the  General  Assembly. 

b.The  representatives  of  the  district  conventions,  the  fel- 
lowship groups  and  agencies  shall  be  recommended  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  by  their  respective  groups. 

4.  Term  of  Office 

The  term  of  office  for  each  Board  member,  other  than  the 
officers,  shall  be  three  years.  A  person  must  remain  off 
the  Board  for  one  year  before  being  eligible  to  serve 
another  term.  The  first  year  of  the  organization  one -third 
of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one -third  for 
two  years  and  one -third  for  three  years.  Thereafter  one- 
third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a  full  three  year  term. 

IE.     THE  EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE 

A.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  following: 

1.  Officers  of  the  General  Board 

2.  Chairmen  of  Departments 

3.  Three  members -at-large,  chosen  from  the  membership 
of  the  General  Board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  C.W.  F. 
representative 

4.    Professional  staff  (ex-officio  members  without  vote) 

B.  Officers  of  the  General  Board  shall   be    officers  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

C.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  alternate  quarters 
when  the  General  Board  is  not  meeting  and/or  on  the  call  of 
the  president. 
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D.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  imple- 
menting all  decisions  of  the  General  Board  and  for  transacting 
such  business  as  may  become  necessary  in  the  interim 
between  meetings  of  the  General  Board.  The  actions  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  not  conflict  with  policies  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  and  are  subject  to  review  and  ratification 
by  the  General  Board. 

E.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  Finance  Committee  to  prepare 
the  budget  for  recommendation  to  the  General  Board. 

IV.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Committee  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent from  the  membership  of  the  General  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Board.  This  committee  shall  interview  and  recommend 
administrative  staff  personnel,  review  annually  all  contracts, 
hear  grievances  and  recommend  personnel  policies  of  the 
organization. 

B.  In  all  instances  in  which  personnel  have  a  contractual  rela- 
tionship with  a  national  agency,  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  consult  with  and  make  clearance  with  the  proper  agency 
before  making  recommendations. 

V.  DEPARTMENTS  OF  WORK 

A.  The  work  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina  shall  be  organized  into  the  following  depart- 
ments, responsible  to  the  General  Board  and  to  the  General 
Assembly: 

1.  Department  of  Administration  and  Pastoral  Oversight 

a.  The  following  functions  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
department:  direction  of  office,  property  management, 
administration  of  budget;  relations  between  ministers  and 
congregations;  ministerial  relationships  such  as  recruit- 
ment, accreditation,  ordination  and  fellowship;  oversight 
of  all  work  of  the  organization. 

b.  This  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the 
organization,  departmental  chairmen  and  professional 
staff. 

c.The  Executive  Minister  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
department.. 

/  d.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  Ministry  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  com- 
posed of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Execu- 
tive Minister,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ordained  ministers 
and  three  of  whom  shall  be  lay  persons. 
(1)   Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be  elected  by 
the  General  Assembly  to  serve  for  a  term  of  six  years, 
one  lay  person  or  one  minister  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  election  each  year. 
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(2)  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Commission  to  license 
commission,  or  approve  for  ordination  persons  spon- 
sored by  a  congregation  or  congregations  and  who  are 
morally,  spiritually,  and  by  education  especially  pre- 
pared to  serve  as  ministers  of  the  Christian  Church. 
The  Order  of  the  ministry  shall  be: 

(a)  The  office  of  ordained  minister,  bestowed  by  or- 
dination by  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina through  a  congregation  or  congregations,  up- 
on the  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  in- 
cluding such  persons  as  pastors,  associates,  chap- 
lains, ministers  of  Christian  Education,  and  mis- 
sionaries ;  teachers  with  ministerial  standing ;  ad- 
ministrators and  ministers  serving  the  Christian 
Church  beyond  local  congregations  and  in  ecu- 
menical relationships.  Ordination  is  for  life  and 
may  be  withdrawn  only  by  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mission. A  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
present  at  all  services  or  ordination. 

(b)  The  office  of  commissioned  minister,  bestowed 
by  the  Christian  Church  through  the  Commission 
and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication,  to  serve  a 
particuar  congregation  or  congregations ;  com- 
missioning is  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time  and 
permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions. 

(c)  The  office  of  licensed  minister,  bestowed  by  li- 
cense by  the  Christian  Church  through  the  Com- 
mission and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication.  Li- 
fcensing  permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial 
functons,  with  annual  review.  Licensing  is  appro- 
priate for  the  following:  (1)  a  theological  student 
who  has  not  yet  fulfilled  all  qualifications  for 
ordination,  but  who  may  be  authorized  to  serve 
under  supervision  in  ministerial  capacity  and  (2) 
a  person  who  has  not  fulfilled  all  of  the  standards 
for  ordination  but  in  whom  the  church  discerns 
manifest  gifts  for  ministry  and  who  may  be  li- 
censed to  serve  under  appropriate  supervision  as 
pastor  of  a  particular  congregation  or  congrega- 
tions, or  in  ministerial  capacity  on  the  mission 
field  or  in  a  specialized  full-time  church  vocation. 

2.  Department  of  Program 
a.  The  following  functions  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
department:  (1)  encouraging  and  assisting  congregations 
in  fulfilling  their  distinctive  mission  through  evangelism, 
worship,  stewardship,  Christian  education,  Christian  ac- 
tion, world  outreach,  and  (2)  providing  means  for  such 
cooperative  endeavors  as  higher  education  and  campus 
ministries,  church  establishment  and  development,  social 
and  ecumenical  concerns. 
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b.This  department  shall  coordinate  and  supervise  the  plan- 
ning and  work  of  the  foregoing  program  areas  and 
fellowship  groups  and  recommend  appropriate  action. 

c.The  Christian  Women's  Fellowship,  the  Christian  Men's 
Fellowship,  and  other  fellowship  groups  shall  serve  as 
channels  relating  the  work  of  the  organization  to  the 
congregations  and  at  the  same  time  relating  the  congre- 
gations to  the  purposes  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  as  set  forth  in  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution. 

A  Fellowship  may  select  a  cabinet  from  its  own  con- 
stituency when  such  a  structure  is  conducive  to  the 
fulfillment  of  its  purpose  and  consistent  with  this  Con- 
stitution. All  such  cabinets  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
General  Board  through  this  department.  The  size  of  a 
cabinet  shall  be  determined  by  its  rules  of  procedure. 

3.  Department  of  Stewardship 

a.  The  functions  of  this  department  shall- be: 

(1)  To  develop   a  program   whereby   congregations   in 
North  Carolina  may  participate  in  undergirding  the 
mission  of  the  Church ;  to  hear  reports  for  financial 
support  for  all  causes  approved  by  the  General  As- 
sembly ;  to  recommend  an  outreach  goal  for  the 
Christian  Church,    (Disciples  of  Christ)    in  North 
Carolina  to  sbe  submitted  by  the  General  Board  to 
the  General  Assembly  for  ratification. 

(2)  To  receive  such  requests  for  capital  and  special  funds 
as  may  be  directed  to  the  congregations  in  North 
Carolina,  and  to  make  appropriate  recommendations 
to  the  General  Board. 

(3)  To  serve  as  the  Unified  Promotion  Committee  of 
North  Carolina. 

b.This  department  shall  be  composed  of: 

(l)One  representative  from  each  district,  appointed  by 
the  General  Board  for  a  three  year  period,  with  a 
reasonable  balance  between  ministers,  laymen,  lay- 
women. 

The  General  Board  will  supervise  the  establishment 
of  a  system  by  which  such  a  balance  is  maintained  and 
by  which  approximately  one -third  of  the  district 
representatives  are  elected  each  year  on  a  rotating 
basis. 

(2)  A  representative  of  each  participating  agency. 

(3)  The  president  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  one  representative  from 
Christian  Women's  Fellowship  and  one  from  Christian 
Men's  Fellowship. 

(4)  Professional  staff  of  the  organization. 
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VI.  DISTRICTS 

The  presently  constituted  districts  (Albemarle,  Coastal  Plains, 
Hookerton,  Mill  Creek,  Pamlico,  Piedmont,  Southeastern)  shall 
be  members  of  this  body  with  representation  on  the  General 
Board  and  in  areas  of  program  and  work  as  provided  in  the 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

VE.    ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF 

A.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Staff  sufficient  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina  which  shall  include  an  Executive  Minister, 
Associate  Ministers  and  other  staff  members  insofar  as 
needed  and  as  budget  will  allow. 

l.This  staff  shall  be  employed  by  the  General  Board  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Executive  Minister. 

2.  The  staff  shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
total  program  of  the  Christian  Church. 

3.  Professional  staff  shall  be  ex -officio  members  (without 
vote)  of  the  General  Board. 

4.  The  staff  shall  have  regular  meetings  for  discussion, 
coordination  and  implementation  of  the  program. 

B.  The  Executive  Minister  shall  be  the  chief  administrative 
officer  of  the  Christian  Church  with  executive  responsibility 
for  its  total  program.  He  shall  serve  as  an  ex -officio  member 
(without  vote)  of  the  General  Board,  the  Executive  Committee 
and  all  departments.  He  shall  represent  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  in  brotherhood  and 
ecumenical  interests  unless  he  or  the  General  Board  desig- 
nates other  representatives.  He  shall  serve  as  state  director 
of  Unified  Promotion.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  General 
Board. 

C.  Each  Associate  Minister  shall  be  assigned  specific  areas  of 
responsibility  in  the  total  program  of  the  organization  as 
recommended  by  the  Executive  Minister  and  approved  by  the 
General  Board.  Each  Associate  Minister  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  Executive  Minister. 

D.  Other  staff  members  may  be  employed  by  the  General  Board 
to  direct  special  phases  of  the  program  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible to  the  Executive  Minister. 

VIII.  Parliamentary  procedure  shall  be  governed  by  the  latest  edition 
of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  except  where  otherwise  defined  or 
delimited  by  this  constitution  and  these  by-laws. 

IX.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  at  any  General  Assembly,  provided  the  pro- 
posed change  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Board  at  least 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  General  Assembly.

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CONSTITUTION 

THE    CHRISTIAN  CHURCH   (DISCIPLES 
OF  CHRIST)   IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I  -  Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  Christian  Church. )  This  body 
shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina, 
and  shall  be  the  legal  successor  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
vention of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
the  North  Carolina  Christian  Women's  Fellowship. 

ARTICLE  II  -  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  body  shall  be: 

To  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth  through  the 
proclamation  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ; 

To  provide  its  members  opportunities  for  broader  fel- 
lowship; 

To  provide  a  means  whereby  the  Church  may  encompass 
its  whole  task  -  that  which  is  performed  through  its 
individual  members,  through  its  congregations,  through 
its  Fellowship  groups,  through  its  larger  geographical 
associations,  through  its  agencies  and  institutions,  and 
through  its  relationships  with  the  whole  Church,  the 
body  of  Christ  on  earth; 

To  provide  a  structure  through  which  the  members  of 
this  body  may  fulfill  the  above  objective. 

The  Christian  Church  recognizes  the  principle  of  self- 
government  of  local  congregations  in  matters  of  local 
concern.  However,  it  recognizes  the  determination  of 
local  congregations  to  be  mindful  of  and  responsible 
to  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  it  manifests  itself 
in  the  fellowship  and  work  of  this  body  and  the  brother- 
hood of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

ARTICLE  m  -  Membership 

This  body  shall  consist  of  individuals  and  congregations 
in  North  Carolina  related  to  the  brotherhood  known  na- 
tionally as  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
those  district,  area  and  national  organizations  and  agen- 
cies of  the  brotherhood  having  relationships  in  North 
Carolina  and  which  agree  to  function  through  this  body. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  Officers  and  Their  Election 

Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  elected  officers  of  this  ibody  shall  be  presi- 
dent,   president-eledt,    vice    president,    treasurer 
and  assistant  treasurer.  The  Executive  Minister 
shall  serve  as  secretary  of  this  body. 
Sec.  2.  Election  of  Officers 

Officers  of  'the  Christian  Church  except  the  treas- 
urer, shall  be  elected  at  the  General  Assembly 
for  terms  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  General  Assembly  without  limitation  to  his 
reelection.  Other  elected  officers  shall  serve  for 
for  the  year  beginning  July  1  following  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  which  they  are  elected  and  shall 
not  serve  more  than  'two  consecutive  years. 
Sec.  3.    Vacancies 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  an  elective  office  be- 
tween General  Assemblies,  the  General  Board 
shall  have  the  authority  to  fill  the  vacancy  until 
the  next  regular  election. 

ARTICLE  V  -  Organizational  Structure 

Sec.  1.    The  General  Assembly 

The  General  Assembly  shall  be  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
in  North  Carolina.  It  shall  be  composed  of  all 
members  of  Christian  churches  in  North  Caro- 
lina who  attend  and  register.  Any  member  of 
the  Christian  Church  may  hold  office,  serve  on 
committees  and  commissions,  and  have  the  right 
to  attend  and  speak  in  the  Assembly. 

A.  Function 

The  General^  Assembly  shall  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  inspiration,  information  and 
edification.  It  shall  review  the  work  of-  the 
Christian  Church  and  act  upon  resolutions 
and  recommendations  properly  presented. 
It  shall  be  a  means  by  which  the  congrega- 
tions and  agencies  express  their  oneness  in 
Christ  and  accept  responsibility  for  a  united 
ministry  in  His  name.  Authority  for  all  work 
and  actions  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  shall  issue  from 
the  member  congregations  and  agencies 
voting  in  and  through  the  Assembly. 

B.  Meetings 

The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  annually  at 
such   time    and   place    as  determined  by  the 
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General  Board  and  by  the  Assembly  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Time  and  Place  Com- 
mittee. 

C.  Voting  Delegates 

Voting  in  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
limited  to  those  designated  and  certified  as 
"Voting  Delegates"  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws. 

Sec.  2.    The  General  Board 

A.  Function 

(l)To  carry  out  the  policies  and  program 
approved  by  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina. 

(2)  To  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Christian 
Church  all  matters  of  policy  and  such 
matters  of  program  as  should  be  con- 
sidered or  acted  upon  by  this  body. 

B.  Membership 

The  membership  of  the  General  Board  shall  con- 
sist of  the  officers  of  the  Christian  Church,  rep- 
resentatives from  each  district,  agency  and  fel- 
lowship group  representatives  affiliated  with  the 
body,  the  chairmen  of  the  Departments  of  Work, 
and  members-at-large.  All  professional  staff  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  without  privilege  of  vote. 

Members  of  the  General  Board  shall  be  elect- 
ed as  outlined  in  the  by-laws. 

C.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  shall 
constitute  the  officers  of  the  General  Board. 

D.  Meetings 

The  General  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times 
as  provided  in  the  by-laws. 

E.  Executive  Committee 

The  purpose  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  to  correlate  the  total  program  of  the 
Church  as  projected  by  the  General  Board 
and  its  committees  or  departments.  It  shall 
act  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board  between 
meetings  of  the  Board  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws. 
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Sec.  3.    Administration  and  Program  Structure 

A.  Staff 

The  staff  shall  consist  of  the  Executive  Mini- 
ster, Associate  Ministers  and  such  other 
staff  as  shall  be  required. 

B.  Departments  of  Work 

(1)  Department  of  Administration  and  Pastor- 
al Oversight 

(2)  Department  of  Program 

(3)  Department   of    Department  of  Stewardship. 

Sec.  4.    Districts 

The  member  congregations  shall  be  grouped  into 
districts  which  shall  be  constituent  members  of 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  Amendments 

Sec.  1.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  voting  delegates  present  at  the 
General  Assembly,  provided  that  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  presented  in  writing 
through  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  a  previous 
General  Assembly,  or  provided  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  approved  by  a  two -thirds 
vote  of  the  General  Board  and  has  been  published 
in  the  state  paper  ninety  days  before  the  General 
Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  Proposals  for  an  amendment  to  this  constitution 
may  be  made  by  ten  (10)  or  more  persons  who 
are  members  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  Effective  Date  and  Ratification 

Sec.  1.  This  constitution  together  with  its  related  by- 
laws shall  become  effective  on  July  1,  1966,  and 
until  that  date  each  of  the  organizations  enum- 
erated in  Article  I  hereof,  together  with  their 
boards  and  officers,  shall  continue  in  their  re- 
spective functions  and  duties;  but  on  the 
aforesaid  date  each  of  the  said  organizations 
shall  become  a  part  of  and  together  constitute 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina,  and  this  constitution  together 
with  its  related  by-laws  shall  repeal  the  consti- 
tutions and/or  by-laws  and  terminate  the 
autonomous  character  of  each  of  the  organiza- 
tions set  forth  in  said  Article  I. 
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Sec.  2.  No  further  action  shall  be  required  of  the 
Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North 
Carolina,  either  to  ratify  the  Articles  of  In- 
corporation or  to  take  any  other  action  to 
perfect  the  legal  organization  of  this  body;  and 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  General  Board, 
when  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  constitution,  are  directed  and  empowered 
to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  complete  the  or- 
ganization with  all  deliberate  speed. 

Sec.  3.  The  adoption  of  this  constitution  together  with  its 
related  by-laws  shall  be  accomplished  by  af- 
firmative votes  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  voting 
members  present  in  each  of  the  organizations 
set  forth  in  said  Article  I. 


BY-LAWS 

I.    THE     GENERAL    ASSEMBLY    OF    THE    CHRISTIAN    CHURCH 
(DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST)  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

A.  Voting  Delegates 

l.Each  congregation  may  elect  or  appoint  three  (3)  delegates 
and  three  (3)  alternates. 

a.  Congregations   with   participating   membership   of  more 
than  one  hundred  (100)  may  elect  or  appoint  one  (1)  addi- 
tional  voting    delegate     and   one    (1)    alternate  for   each 
additional   one   hundred  (100)  participating  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof. 

b. Representation  shall  be  based  upon  current  figures  of 
participating  membership  of  churches  reporting  to  the 
Yearbook  of  the  International  Convention  of  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

c.It  is  recommended  that  a  reasonable  balance  of  laymen 
and  laywomen  be  appointed. 

2.  All  members  of  the  General  Board,  including  ex -officio 
members,  shall  be  voting  delegates  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly and  shall  not  be  counted  against  the  delegate  allotment 
of  the  church  in  which  they  hold  membership. 

3.  A  Credentials  Committee  shall  certify  "voting  delegates" 
and  their  alternates.  The  names  of  all  voting  delegates  and 
alternates  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Office  at  least 
sixty  (60)  days  in  advance  of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  voting  by  proxy  or  by  mail. 

5. The  General  Assembly,  by  action  of  the  voting  delegates 
shall  have  the  right  to  limit  debate. 
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B.  Committees 

l.The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  General  Board  and  elected  by  the  General  Assembly: 

a.  Resolutions  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each 
district. 

(2)  It  shall  consider  all  reports  and  resolutions  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  General  Assembly  with  a 
recommendation  for  adoption  or  rejection  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

All  reports  and  resolutions  must  be  received  or  initiated 
by  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  least  sixty  (60)  days 
prior  to  the  General  Assembly.  Resolutions  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  a  congregation  or  by  any  five  or  more  mem- 
bers of  a  congregation  or  congregations  of  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina.  Emer- 
gency resolutions  may  be  considered  by  the  Resolutions 
Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

b.  Nominating  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each 
district. 

(2)  It  shall  prepare  a  slate  of  officers  and  personnel  for 
all  elective  positions  (as  provided  in  Section  n,  Arti- 
cles B.  and  D. )  for  presentation  to  and  election  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  its  annual  meeting.  The  nomi- 
nees shall  represent  a  balance  of  laymen,  laywomen, 
and  ministers. 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  nominated  without  his  or  her  prior 
consent. 

c. General  Assembly  Program  Planning  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  person  from 
each  district,  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  agency  representa- 
tives and  professional  staff. 

(2)  It  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing  the  pro- 
gram for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

d.  Credentials  Committee 

This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  person  from 
each  district.  It  shall  receive  the  names  of  delegates 
and  alternates  and  properly  certify  them. 

e.Time  and  Place  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  persons. 

(2)  It  shall  present  recommendations  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  its  action  regarding  the  time  and  place 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Assembly  at  least  one 
year  in  advance. 
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2.  Term  of  office  of  committee  members 

The  term  of  office  of  all  committee  personnel  shall  be  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

C.  Parliamentarian 

The  president  of  the  organization  shall  appoint  a  parliamen- 
tarian. 


II.     THE      GENERAL      BOARD      OF      THE      CHRISTIAN    CHURCH 
(DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST)   IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

A.  Function 

l.To  organize  the  departments  and  appoint  committees 
through  which  the  program  of  this  body  may  function. 

2. To  nominate  and  recommend  for  election  by  the  General 
Assembly  personnel  for  its  standing  committees. 

3.  To  fill  any  interim  vacancy  in  this  body. 

4.  To  employ  and  direct  a  staff  to  execute  the  program  of  this 
body. 

5.  To  receive  from  the  Executive  Committee  and  recommend 
to  the  General  Assembly  an  annual  budget  of  current  and 
capital  income  and  expenses  to  provide  for  the  effective 
operation  of  the  program  of  the  organization. 

6.  To  provide  the  necessary  structure  to  receive  and  disburse 
funds  for  the  purposes  for  which  this  body  is  organized. 

7 .  To  make  available  to  the  congregations  an  annual  audit 
prepared  by  a  recognized  auditing  firm. 

8.  To  encourage  and  develop  the  means  whereby  the  congre- 
gations may  participate  in  the  larger  program  and  work  of 
the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

B.  Officers 

The  officers  of  this  body  shall  constitute  the  officers  of  the 
General  Board.  These  shall  be  president,  president-elect,  vice- 
president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  assistant  treasurer  .... 
With  the  exception  of  the  secretary  who  shall  be  the  Executive 
Minister,  these  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  treasurer  may  be  elected  without  limitation 
to  his  term  of  office. 

The  General  Board  shall  meet  at  least  twice  annually.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  or 
the  Executive  Committee. 

D.  Membership 

l.The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

a.  Three  representatives  (one  layman,  one  laywoman,  one 
minister)  selected  from  each  district. 
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b.  Eight  representatives  chosen  at  large,  four  men  and  four 
women. 

c.  Two   representatives   from  the   state   Christian   Women's 
Fellowship. 

d.  Two    representatives    from    the    state    Christian    Men's 
Fellowship. 

e.  Two    representatives    from    the    state    Christian    Youth 
Fellowship. 

f.  Two  representatives  from  each  of  the  following  agencies, 
one  of  whom  may  be  an  executive  staff  member: 

(1)   Atlantic  Christian  College 
(2)    Christmount  Christian  Assembly. 

g.  The  elected  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)   in  North  Carolina. 

h.  Chairmen  of  the  Department  of  Work. 

2. Members  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  organization  shall 
be  ex -officio  members  of  the  General  Board,  without  vote. 

3.  Election 

a.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  offi- 
cers and  members  for  the  General  Board  for  election  at 
the  General  Assembly. 

b.The  representatives  of  the  district  conventions,  the  fel- 
lowship groups  and  agencies  shall  be  recommended  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  by  their  respective  groups. 

4.  Term  of  Office 

The  term  of  office  for  each  Board  member,  other  than  the 
officers,  shall  be  three  years.  A  person  must  remain  off 
the  Board  for  one  year  before  being  eligible  to  serve 
another  term.  The  first  year  of  the  organization  one -third 
of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one -third  for 
two  years  and  one -third  for  three  years.  Thereafter  one- 
third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a  full  three  year  term. ' 

IE.     THE  EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE 

A.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  following: 

1.  Officers  of  the  General  Board 

2.  Chairmen  of  Departments 

3.  Three  members -at-large,  chosen  from  the  membership 
of  the  General  Board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  C.W.  F. 
representative 

4.    Professional  staff  (ex -officio  members  without  vote) 

B.  Officers  of  the  General  Board  shall   be    officers  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

C.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  alternate  quarters 
when  the  General  Board  is  not  meeting  and/or  on  the  call  of 
the  president. 
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D.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  imple- 
menting all  decisions  of  the  General  Board  and  for  transacting 
such  business  as  may  become  necessary  in  the  interim 
between  meetings  of  the  General  Board.  The  actions  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  not  conflict  with  policies  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  and  are  subject  to  review  and  ratification 
by  the  General  Board. 

E.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  Finance  Committee  to  prepare 
the  budget  for  recommendation  to  the  General  Board. 

IV.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Committee  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent from  the  membership  of  the  General  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Board.  This  committee  shall  interview  and  recommend 
administrative  staff  personnel,  review  annually  all  contracts, 
hear  grievances  and  recommend  personnel  policies  of  the 
organization. 

B.  In  all  instances  in  which  personnel  have  a  contractual  rela- 
tionship with  a  national  agency,  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  consult  with  and  make  clearance  with  the  proper  agency 
before  making  recommendations. 

V.  DEPARTMENTS  OF  WORK 

A.  The  work  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina  shall  be  organized  into  the  following  depart- 
ments, responsible  to  the  General  Board  and  to  the  General 
Assembly: 

1.  Department  of  Administration  and  Pastoral  Oversight 

a.  The  following  functions  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
department:  direction  of  office,  property  management, 
administration  of  budget;  relations  between  ministers  and 
congregations;  ministerial  relationships  such  as  recruit- 
ment, accreditation,  ordination  and  fellowship;  oversight 
of  all  work  of  the  organization. 

b.  This  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the 
organization,  departmental  chairmen  and  professional 
staff. 

c.The  Executive  Minister  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
lepartmeu. 

1   d.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  Ministry  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  com- 
posed of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Execu- 
tive Minister,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ordained  ministers 
and  three,  of  whom  shall  be  lay  persons. 
(1)   Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be  elected  by 
the  General  Assembly  to  serve  for  a  term  of  six  years, 
one  lay  person  or  one  minister  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  election  each  year. 
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(2)  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Commission  to  license 
commission,  or  approve  for  ordination  persons  spon- 
sored by  a  congregation  or  congregations  and  who  are 
morally,  spiritually,  and  by  education  especially  pre- 
pared to  serve  as  ministers  of  the  Christian  Church. 
The  Order  of  the  ministry  shall  (be : 

(a)  The  office  of  ordained  minister,  bestowed  by  or- 
dination by  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina through  a  congregation  or  congregations,  up- 
on the  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  in- 
cluding such  persons  as  pastors,  associates,  chap- 
lains, ministers  of  Christian  Education,  and  mis- 
sionaries ;  teachers  with  ministerial  standing ;  ad- 
ministrators and  ministers  serving  the  Christian 
Church  beyond  local  congregations  and  in  ecu- 
menical relationships.  Ordination  is  for  life  and 
may  be  withdrawn  only  by  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mission. A  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
present  at  all  services  of  ordination. 

(b)  The  office  of  commissioned  minister,  bestowed 
by  the  Christian  Church  through  the  Commission 
and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication,  to  serve  a 
particular  congregation  or  congregations ;  com- 
missioning is  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time  and 
permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions. 

(c)  The  office  of  licensed  minister,  bestowed  by  li- 
cense by  the  Christian  Church  through  the  Com- 
mission and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication.  Li- 
censing permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial 
functons,  with  annual  review.  Licensing  is  appro- 
priate for  the  following:  (1)  a  theological  student 
who  has  not  yet  fulfilled  all  qualifications  for 
ordination,  but  who  may  be  authorized  to  serve 
under  supervision  in  ministerial  capacity  and  (2) 
a  person  who  has  not  fulfilled  all  of  the  standards 
for  ordination  but  in  whom  the  church  discerns 
manifest  gifts  for  ministry  and  who  may  be  li- 
censed to  serve  under  appropriate  supervision  as 
pastor  of  a  particular  congregation  or  congrega- 
tions, or  in  ministerial  capacity  on  the  mission 
field  or  in  a  specialized  full-time  church  vocation. 

2<  Department  of  Program 
a.  The  following  functions  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
department:  (1)  encouraging  and  assisting  congregations 
in  fulfilling  their  distinctive  mission  through  evangelism, 
worship,  stewardship,  Christian  education,  Christian  ac- 
tion, world  outreach,  and  (2)  providing  means  for  such 
cooperative  endeavors  as  higher  education  and  campus 
ministries,  church  establishment  and  development,  social 
and  ecumenical  concerns. 
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b.  This  department  shall  coordinate  and  supervise  the  plan- 
ning and  work  of  the  foregoing  program  areas  and 
fellowship  groups  and  recommend  appropriate  action. 

c.The  Christian  Women's  Fellowship,  the  Christian  Men's 
Fellowship,  and  other  fellowship  groups  shall  serve  as 
channels  relating  the  work  of  the  organization  to  the 
congregations  and  at  the  same  time  relating  the  congre- 
gations to  the  purposes  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  as  set  forth  in  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution. 

A  Fellowship  may  select  a  cabinet  from  its  own  con- 
stituency when  such  a  structure  is  conducive  to  the 
fulfillment  of  its  purpose  and  consistent  with  this  Con- 
stitution. All  such  cabinets  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
General  Board  through  this  department.  The  size  of  a 
cabinet  shall  be  determined  by  its  rules  of  procedure. 

3.  Department  of  Stewardship 

a.  The  functions  of  this  department  shall  be: 

(1)  To  develop   a   program   whereby   congregations   in 
North  Carolina  may  participate  in  undergirding  the 
mission  of  the  Church ;  to  hear  reports  for  financial 
support  for  all  causes  approved  by  the  General  As- 
sembly; to  recommend  an  outreach  goal  for  the 
Christian  Church    (Disciples  of  Christ)    in  North 
Carolina  to  sbe  submitted  by  the  General  Board  to 
the  General  Assembly  for  ratification. 

(2)  To  receive  such  requests  for  capital  and  special  funds 
as  may  be  directed  to  the  congregations  in  North 
Carolina,  and  to  make  appropriate  recommendations 
to  the  General  Board. 

(3)  To  serve  as  the  Unified  Promotion  Committee  of 
North  Carolina. 

b.This  department  shall  be  composed  of: 

(l)One  representative  from  each  district,  appointed  by 
the  General  Board  for  a  three  year  period,  with  a 
reasonable  balance  between  ministers,  laymen,  lay- 
women. 

The  General  Board  will  supervise  the  establishment 
of  a  system  by  which  such  a  balance  is  maintained  and 
by  which  approximately  one -third  of  the  district 
representatives  are  elected  each  year  on  a  rotating 
basis. 

(2)  A  representative  of  each  participating  agency. 

(3)  The  president  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  one  representative  from 
Christian  Women's  Fellowship  and  one  from  Christian 
Men's  Fellowship. 

(4)  Professional  staff  of  the  organization. 
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VI.  DISTRICTS 

The  presently  constituted  districts  (Albemarle,  Coastal  Plains, 
Hookerton,  Mill  Creek,  Pamlico,  Piedmont,  Southeastern)  shall 
be  members  of  this  body  with  representation  on  the  General 
Board  and  in  areas  of  program  and  work  as  provided  in  the 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

VH.    ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF 

A.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Staff  sufficient  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina  which  shall  include  an  Executive  Minister, 
Associate  Ministers  and  other  staff  members  insofar  as 
needed  and  as  budget  will  allow. 

l.This  staff  shall  be  employed  by  the  General  Board  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Executive  Minister. 

2.  The  staff  shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
total  program  of  the  Christian  Church. 

3.  Professional  staff  shall  be  ex -officio  members  (without 
vote)  of  the  General  Board. 

4.  The  staff  shall  have  regular  meetings  for  discussion, 
coordination  and  implementation  of  the  program. 

B.  The  Executive  Minister  shall  be  the  chief  administrative 
officer  of  the  Christian  Church  with  executive  responsibility 
for  its  total  program.  He  shall  serve  as  an  ex -officio  member 
(without  vote)  of  the  General  Board,  the  Executive  Committee 
and  all  departments.  He  shall  represent  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  in  brotherhood  and 
ecumenical  interests  unless  he  or  the  General  Board  desig- 
nates other  representatives.  He  shall  serve  as  state  director 
of  Unified  Promotion.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  General 
Board. 

C.  Each  Associate  Minister  shall  be  assigned  specific  areas  of 
responsibility  in  the  total  program  of  the  organization  as 
recommended  by  the  Executive  Minister  and  approved  by  the 
General  Board.  Each  Associate  Minister  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  Executive  Minister. 

D.  Other  staff  members  may  be  employed  by  the  General  Board 
to  direct  special  phases  of  the  program  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible to  the  Executive  Minister. 

VTH.  Parliamentary  procedure  shall  be  governed  by  the  latest  edition 
of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  except  where  otherwise  defined  or 
delimited  by  this  constitution  and  these  by-laws. 

IX.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  at  any  General  Assembly,  provided  the  pro- 
posed change  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Board  at  least 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  General  Assembly.

CONSTITUTION 

THE    CHRISTIAN   CHURCH   (DISCIPLES 
OF  CHRIST)   IN  NORTH   CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  I  -  Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  Christian  Church. )  This  body 
shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina, 
and  shall  be  the  legal  successor  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
vention of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
the  North  Carolina  Christian  Women's  Fellowship. 

ARTICLE  II  -  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  body  shall  be: 

To  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth  through  the 
proclamation  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ; 

To  provide  its  members  opportunities  for  broader  fel- 
lowship; 

To  provide  a  means  whereby  the  Church  may  encompass 
its  whole  task  -  that  which  is  performed  through  its 
individual  members,  through  its  congregations,  through 
its  Fellowship  groups,  through  its  larger  geographical 
associations,  through  its  agencies  and  institutions,  and 
through  its  relationships  with  the  whole  Church,  the 
body  of  Christ  on  earth; 

To  provide  a  structure  through  which  the  members  of 
this  body  may  fulfill  the  above  objective. 

The  Christian  Church*  recognizes  the  principle  of  self- 
government  of  local  congregations  in  matters  of  local 
concern.  However,  it  recognizes  the  determination  of 
local  congregations  to  be  mindful  of  and  responsible 
to  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  it  manifests  itself 
in  the  fellowship  and  work  of  this  body  and  the  brother- 
hood of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

ARTICLE  m  -  Membership 

This  body  shall  consist  of  individuals  and  congregations 
in  North  Carolina  related  to  the  brotherhood  known  na- 
tionally as  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  and 
those  district,  area  and  national  organizations  and  agen- 
cies of  the  brotherhood  having  relationships  in  North 
Carolina  and  which  agree  to  function  through  this  body. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  Officers  and  Their  Election 
Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  elected  officers  of  this  ibody  shall  be  presi- 
dent, president-elect,  vice  president,  treasurer 
and  assistant  treasurer.  The  Executive  Minister 
shall  serve  as  secretary  of  this  body. 

Sec.  2.  Election  of  Officers 

Officers  of  the  Christian  Church  except  the  treas- 
urer, shall  be  elected  at  the  General  Assembly 
for  terms  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  General  Assembly  without  limitation  to  his 
reelection.  Other  elected  officers  shall  serve  for 
for  the  year  beginning  July  1  following  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  which  they  are  elected  and  shall 
not  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  years. 
Sec.  3.    Vacancies 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  an  elective  office  be- 
tween General  Assemblies,  the  General  Board 
shall  have  the  authority  to  fill  the  vacancy  until 
the  next  regular  election. 

ARTICLE  V  -  Organizational  Structure 

Sec.  1.    The  General  Assembly 

The  General  Assembly  shall  be  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
in  North  Carolina.  It  shall  be  composed  of  all 
members  of  Christian  churches  in  North  Caro- 
lina who  attend  and  register.  Any  member  of 
the  Christian  Church  may  hold  office ,  serve  on 
committees  and  commissions,  and  have  the  right 
to  attend  and  speak  in  the  Assembly. 

A.  Function 

The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  inspiration,  information  and 
edification.  It  shall  review  the  work  of-  the 
Christian  Church  and  act  upon  resolutions 
and  recommendations  properly  presented. 
It  shall  be  a  means  by  which  the  congrega- 
tions and  agencies  express  their  oneness  in 
Christ  and  accept  responsibility  for  a  united 
ministry  in  His  name.  Authority  for  all  work 
and  actions  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  shall  issue  from 
the  member  congregations  and  agencies 
voting  in  and  through  the  Assembly. 

B.  Meetings 

The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  annually  at 
such   time   and   place   as  determined  by  the 
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General  Board  and  by  the  Assembly  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Time  and  Place  Com- 
mittee. 

C.  Voting  Delegates 

Voting  in  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
limited  to  those  designated  and  certified  as 
"Voting  Delegates"  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws. 

Sec.  2.    The  General  Board 

A.  Function 

(l)To  carry  out  the  policies  and  program 
approved  by  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina. 

(2)  To  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Christian 
Church  all  matters  of  policy  and  such 
matters  of  program  as  should  be  con- 
sidered or  acted  upon  by  this  body. 

B.  Membership 

The  membership  of  the  General  Board  shall  con- 
sist of  the  officers  of  the  Christian  Church,  rep- 
resentatives from  each  district,  agency  and  fel- 
lowship group  representatives  affiliated  with  the 
body,  the  chairmen  of  the  Departments  of  Work, 
and  members-at-large.  All  professional  staff  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  without  privilege  of  vote. 

Members  of  the  General  Board  shall  be  elect- 
ed as  outlined  in  the  by-laws. 

C.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  shall 
constitute  the  officers  of  the  General  Board. 

D.  Meetings 

The  General  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times 
as  provided  in  the  by-laws. 

E.  Executive  Committee

It  shall 
act  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board  between 
meetings  of  the  Board  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws. 
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Sec.  2.  No  further  action  shall  be  required  of  the 
Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North 
Carolina,  either  to  ratify  the  Articles  of  In- 
corporation or  to  take  any  other  action  to 
perfect  the  legal  organization  of  this  body;  and 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  General  Board, 
when  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  constitution,  are  directed  and  empowered 
to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  complete  the  or- 
ganization with  all  deliberate  speed. 

Sec.  3.  The  adoption  of  this  constitution  together  with  its 
related  by-laws  shall  be  accomplished  by  af- 
firmative votes  of  two -thirds  (2/3)  of  the  voting 
members  present  in  each  of  the  organizations 
set  forth  in  said  Article  I. 


BY-LAWS 

I.    THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY    OF    THE    CHRISTIAN    CHURCH 
(DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST)  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

A.  Voting  Delegates 

l.Each  congregation  may  elect  or  appoint  three  (3)  delegates 
and  three  (3)  alternates. 

a.  Congregations   with   participating  membership  of  more 
than  one  hundred  (100)  may  elect  or  appoint  one  (1)  addi- 
tional  voting    delegate    and   one   (1)   alternate  for   each 
additional  one   hundred  (100)  participating  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof. 

b.  Representation  shall  be  based  upon  current  figures  of 
participating  membership  of  churches  reporting  to  the 
Yearbook  of  the  International  Convention  of  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

c.It  is  recommended  that  a  reasonable  balance  of  laymen 
and  laywomen  be  appointed. 

2.  All  members  of  the  General  Board,  including  ex-officio 
members,  shall  be  voting  delegates  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly and  shall  not  be  counted  against  the  delegate  allotment 
of  the  church  in  which  they  hold  membership. 

3.  A  Credentials  Committee  shall  certify  "voting  delegates" 
and  their  alternates.  The  names  of  all  voting  delegates  and 
alternates  shall  be  submitted' to  the  State  Office  at  least 
sixty  (60)  days  in  advance  of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  voting  by  proxy  or  by  mail. 

5.  The  General  Assembly,  by  action  of  the  voting  delegates 
shall  have  the  right  to  limit  debate.

B.  Committees 

l.The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  General  Board  and  elected  by  the  General  Assembly: 

a.  Resolutions  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each 
district. 

(2)  It  shall  consider  all  reports  and  resolutions  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  General  Assembly  with  a 
recommendation  for  adoption  or  rejection  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

All  reports  and  resolutions  must  be  received  or  initiated 
by  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  least  sixty  (60)  days 
prior  to  the  General  Assembly.  Resolutions  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  a  congregation  or  by  any  five  or  more  mem- 
bers of  a  congregation  or  congregations  of  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina.  Emer- 
gency resolutions  may  be  considered  by  the  Resolutions 
Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

b.  Nominating  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  consist  of  one  person  from  each 
district. 

(2)  It  shall  prepare  a  slate  of  officers  and  personnel  for 
all  elective  positions  (as  provided  in  Section  II,  Arti- 
cles B.  and  D. )  for  presentation  to  and  election  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  its  annual  meeting.  The  nomi- 
nees shall  represent  a  balance  of  laymen,  laywomen, 
and  ministers. 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  nominated  without  his  or  her  prior 
consent. 

c. General  Assembly  Program  Planning  Committee 

(l)This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  person  from 
each  district,  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  agency  representa- 
tives and  professional  staff. 

(2)  It  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing  the  pro- 
gram for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

d.  Credentials  Committee 

This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  person  from 
each  district.  It  shall  receive  the  names  of  delegates 
and  alternates  and  properly  certify  them. 

e.Time  and  Place  Committee 

(1)  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  persons. 

(2)  It  shall  present  recommendations  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  its  action  regarding  the  time  and  place 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Assembly  at  least  one 
year  in  advance. 
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2 .  Term  of  office  of  committee  members 

The  term  of  office  of  all  committee  personnel  shall  be  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Parliamentarian 

The  president  of  the  organization  shall  appoint  a  parliamen- 


tarian. 


n.     THE      GENERAL     BOARD      OF      THE      CHRISTIAN    CHURCH 
(DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST)  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

A.  Function 

l.To  organize  the  departments  and  appoint  committees 
through  which  the  program  of  this  body  may  function. 

2. To  nominate  and  recommend  for  election  by  the  General 
Assembly  personnel  for  its  standing  committees. 

3.  To  fill  any  interim  vacancy  in  this  body. 

4.  To  employ  and  direct  a  staff  to  execute  the  program  of  this 
body. 

5 .  To  receive  from  the  Executive  Committee  and  recommend 
to  the  General  Assembly  an  annual  budget  of  current  and 
capital  income  and  expenses  to  provide  for  the  effective 
operation  of  the  program  of  the  organization. 

6.  To  provide  the  necessary  structure  to  receive  and  disburse 
funds  for  the  purposes  for  which  this  body  is  organized. 

7. To  make  available  to  the  congregations  an  annual  audit 
prepared  by  a  recognized  auditing  firm. 

8.  To  encourage  and  develop  the  means  whereby  the  congre- 
gations may  participate  in  the  larger  program  and  work  of 
the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

B.  Officers 

The  officers  of  this  body  shall  constitute  the  officers  of  the 
General  Board.  These  shall  be  president,  president-elect,  vica- 
president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  assistant  treasurer  .... 
With  the  exception  of  the  secretary  who  shall  be  the  Executive 
Minister,  these  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  treasurer  may  be  elected  without  limitation 
to  his  term  of  office. 

The  General  Board  shall  meet  at  least  twice  annually.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  or 
the  Executive  Committee. 

D.  Membership 

1.  The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

a.  Three  representatives  (one  layman,  one  laywoman,  one 
minister)  selected  from  each  district. 


b.  Eight  representatives  chosen  at  large,  four  men  and  four 
women. 

c.  Two  representatives  from  the  state  Christian  Women's 
Fellowship. 

d.  Two    representatives    from    the    state    Christian    Men's 
Fellowship. 

e.  Two    representatives    from    the    state    Christian    Youth 
Fellowship. 

f.  Two  representatives  from  each  of  the  following  agencies, 
one  of  whom  may  be  an  executive  staff  member: 

(1)   Atlantic  Christian  College 
(2)   Christmount  Christian  Assembly. 

g.  The  elected  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)   in  North  Carolina. 

h.  Chairmen  of  the  Departments  of  Work 

2. Members  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  organization  shall 
be  ex -officio  members  of  the  General  Board,  without  vote. 

3.  Election 

a.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  offi- 
cers and  members  for  the  General  Board  for  election  at 
the  General  Assembly. 

b.The  representatives  of  the  district  conventions,  the  fel- 
lowship groups  and  agencies  shall  be  recommended  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  by  their  respective  groups. 

4.  Term  of  Office 

The  term  of  office  for  each  Board  member,  other  than  the 
officers,  shall  be  three  years.  A  person  must  remain  off 
the  Board  for  one  year  before  being  eligible  to  serve 
another  term.  The  first  year  of  the  organization  one -third 
of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one -third  for 
two  years  and  one -third  for  three  years.  Thereafter  one- 
third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a  full  three  year  term. 

IE.     THE  EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE 

A.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  following: 

1.  Officers  of  the  General  Board 

2.  Chairmen  of  Departments 

3. Three  members-at -large,  chosen  from  the  membership 
of  the  General  Board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  C.W.  F. 
representative 
4.   Professional  staff  (ex -officio  members  without  vote) 

B.  Officers  of  the  General  Board  shall  be   officers  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

C.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  alternate  quarters 
when  the  General  Board  is  not  meeting  and/or  on  the  call  of 
the  president. 


D.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  imple- 
menting all  decisions  of  the  General  Board  and  for  transacting 
such  business  as  may  become  necessary  in  the  interim 
between  meetings  of  the  General  Board.  The  actions  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  not  conflict  with  policies  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  and  are  subject  to  review  and  ratification 
by  the  General  Board. 

E.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  Finance  Committee  to  prepare 
the  budget  for  recommendation  to  the  General  Board. 

IV.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Committee  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent from  the  membership  of  the  General  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Board.  This  committee  shall  interview  and  recommend 
administrative  staff  personnel,  review  annually  all  contracts, 
hear  grievances  and  recommend  personnel  policies  of  the 
organization. 

B.  In  all  instances  in  which  personnel  have  a  contractual  rela- 
tionship with  a  national  agency,  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  consult  with  and  make  clearance  with  the  proper  agency 
before  making  recommendations. 

V.  DEPARTMENTS  OF  WORK 

A.  The  work  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina  shall  be  organized  into  the  following  depart- 
ments, responsible  to  the  General  Board  and  to  the  General 
Assembly: 

1.  Department  of  Administration  and  Pastoral  Oversight 

a.  The  following  functions  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
department:  direction  of  office,  property  management, 
administration  of  budget;  relations  between  ministers  and 
congregations;  ministerial  relationships  such  as  recruit- 
ment, accreditation,  ordination  and  fellowship;  oversight 
of  all  work  of  the  organization. 

b.  This  department  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the 
organization,  departmental  chairmen  and  professional 
staff. 

c.The  Executive  Minister  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
departmefct. 

d.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  Ministry  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  com- 
posed of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Execu- 
tive Minister,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ordained  ministers 
and  three  of  whom  shall  be  lay  persons. 
(1)  Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be  elected  by 
the  General  Assembly  to  serve  for  a  term  of  six  years, 
one  lay  person  or  one  minister  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  election  each  year. 
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(2)  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Commission  to  license 
commission,  or  approve  for  ordination  persons  spon- 
sored by  a  congregation  or  congregations  and  who  are 
morally,  spiritually,  and  by  education  especially  pre- 
pared to  serve  as  ministers  of  the  Christian  Church. 
The  Order  of  the  ministry  shall  (be: 

(a)  The  office  of  ordained  minister,  bestowed  by  or- 
dination by  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina through  a  congregation  or  congregations,  up- 
on the  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  in- 
cluding such  persons  as  pastors,  associates,  chap- 
lains, ministers  of  Christian  Education,  and  mis- 
sionaries ;  teachers  with  ministerial  standing ;  ad- 
ministrators and  ministers  serving  the  Christian 
Church  beyond  local  congregations  and  in  ecu- 
menical relationships.  Ordination  is  for  life  and 
may  be  withdrawn  only  by  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mission. A  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
present  at  all  services  Of  ordination. 

(b)  The  office  of  commissioned  minister,  bestowed 
by  the  Christian  Church  through  the  Commission 
and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication,  to  serve  a 
particular  congregation  or  congregations ;  com- 
missioning is  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time  and 
permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions. 

(c)  The  office  of  licensed  minister,  bestowed  by  li- 
cense by  the  Christian  Church  through  the  Com- 
mission and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication.  Li- 
fcensing  permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial 
functons,  with  annual  review.  Licensing  is  appro- 
priate for  the  following:  (1)  a  theological  student 
who  has  not  yet  fulfilled  all  qualifications  for 
ordination,  but  who  may  be  authorized  to  serve 
under  supervision  in  ministerial  capacity  and  (2) 
a  person  who  has  not  fulfilled  all  of  the  standards 
for  ordination  but  in  whom  the  church  discerns 
manifest  gifts  for  ministry  and  who  may  be  li- 
censed to  serve  under  appropriate  supervision  as 
pastor  of  a  particular  congregation  or  congrega- 
tions, or  in  ministerial  capacity  on  the  mission 
field  or  in  a  specialized  full-time  church  vocation. 

2.  Department  of  Program 
a.  The  following  functions  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
department:  (1)  encouraging  and  assisting  congregations 
in  fulfilling  their  distinctive  mission  through  evangelism, 
worship,  stewardship,  Christian  education,  Christian  ac- 
tion, world  outreach,  and  (2)  providing  means  for  such 
cooperative  endeavors  as  higher  education  and  campus 
ministries,  church  establishment  and  development,  social 
and  ecumenical  concerns. 
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b.  This  department  shall  coordinate  and  supervise  the  plan- 
ning and  work  of  the  foregoing  program  areas  and 
fellowship  groups  and  recommend  appropriate  action. 

c.The  Christian  Women's  Fellowship,  the  Christian  Men's 
Fellowship,  and  other  fellowship  groups  shall  serve  as 
channels  relating  the  work  of  the  organization  to  the 
congregations  and  at  the  same  time  relating  the  congre- 
gations to  the  purposes  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  as  set  forth  in  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution. 

A  Fellowship  may  select  a  cabinet  from  its  own  con- 
stituency when  such  a  structure  is  conducive  to  the 
fulfillment  of  its  purpose  and  consistent  with  this  Con- 
stitution. All  such  cabinets  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
General  Board  through  this  department.  The  size  of  a 
cabinet  shall  be  determined  by  its  rules  of  procedure. 

8.  Department  of  Stewardship 

a.  The  functions  of  this  department  shall  be: 
(1)  To  develop  a  program  whereby  congregations  in 
North  Carolina  may  participate  in  undergirding  the 
mission  of  the  Church ;  to  hear  reports  for  financial 
support  for  all  causes  approved  by  the  General  As- 
sembly; to  recommend  an  outreach  goal  for  the 
Christian  Church   (Disciples  of  Christ)   in  North 
Carolina  to  be  submitted  by  the  General  Board  to 
the  General  Assembly  for  ratification. 

(2)  To  receive  such  requests  for  capital  and  special  funds 
as  may  be  directed  to  the  congregations  in  North 
Carolina,  and  to  make  appropriate  recommendations 
to  the  General  Board. 

(3)  To  serve  as  the  Unified  Promotion  Committee  of 
North  Carolina. 

b.  This  department  shall  be  composed  of: 

(l)One  representative  from  each  district,  appointed  by 
the  General  Board  for  a  three  year  period,  with  a 
reasonable  balance  between  ministers,  laymen,  lay- 
women. 

The  General  Board  will  supervise  the  establishment 
of  a  system  by  which  such  a  balance  is  maintained  and 
by  which  approximately  one -third  of  the  district 
representatives  are  elected  each  year  on  a  rotating 
basis. 

(2)  A  representative  of  each  participating  agency. 

(3)  The  president  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  in  North  Carolina,  one  representative  from 
Christian  Women's  Fellowship  and  one  from  Christian 
Men's  Fellowship. 

(4)  Professional  staff  of  the  organization. 
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VI.  DISTRICTS 

The  presently  constituted  districts  (Albemarle,  Coastal  Plains, 
Hookerton,  Mill  Creek,  Pamlico,  Piedmont,  Southeastern)  shall 
be  members  of  this  body  with  representation  on  the  General 
Board  and  in  areas  of  program  and  work  as  provided  in  the 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

VH.   ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF 

A.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Staff  sufficient  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in 
North  Carolina  which  shall  include  an  Executive  Minister, 
Associate  Ministers  and  other  staff  members  insofar  as 
needed  and  as  budget  will  allow. 

l.This  staff  shall  be  employed  by  the  General  Board  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Executive  Minister. 

2.  The  staff  shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
total  program  of  the  Christian  Church. 

3.  Professional  staff  shall  be  ex -officio  members  (without 
vote)  of  the  General  Board. 

4.  The  staff  shall  have  regular  meetings  for  discussion, 
coordination  and  implementation  of  the  program. 

B.  The  Executive  Minister  shall  be  the  chief  administrative 
officer  of  the  Christian  Church  with  executive  responsibility 
for  its  total  program.  He  shall  serve  as  an  ex -officio  member 
(without  vote)  of  the  General  Board,  the  Executive  Committee 
and  all  departments.  He  shall  represent  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina  in  brotherhood  and 
ecumenical  interests  unless  he  or  the  General  Board  desig- 
nates other  representatives.  He  shall  serve  as  state  director 
of  Unified  Promotion.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  General 
Board. 

C.  Each  Associate  Minister  shall  be  assigned  specific  areas  of 
responsibility  in  the  total  program  of  the  organization  as 
recommended  by  the  Executive  Minister  and  approved  by  the 
General  Board.  Each  Associate  Minister  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  Executive  Minister. 

D.  Other  staff  members  may  be  employed  by  the  General  Board 
to  direct  special  phases  of  the  program  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible to  the  Executive  Minister. 

vm.  Parliamentary  procedure  shall  be  governed  by  the  latest  edition 
of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  except  where  otherwise  defined  or 
delimited  by  this  constitution  and  these  by-laws. 

IX.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  at  any  General  Assembly,  provided  the  pro- 
posed change  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Board  at  least 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  General  Assembly. 
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
